ERE is a letter received at the 
headquarters office from an 
Active Member, John Lilly. 

Mr. Lilly is an English engineer 
and was connected for several 
years with the British Municipal 
Council, Tientsin, China. Last year 
he stopped in the New York office 
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on his way back home to merry old 
England, and now we find out he 
is in Africa. 

“T am now settled down here 
having been out some four and a 
half months. It’s fairly primitive 
up here though we are gradually 
getting the comforts of life, chiefly 
water and light which our concern is 
« now supplying. 

“T am finding the work very 
interesting and also very trying at 
times as I am inaugurating an 
entirely new system and all my staff, 
both office and works, consists of 
natives who have no experience of 
anything of this kind. They are 
chiefly a bunch of bookkeepers and 
blacksmiths. Stenographers and 
skilled men are unknown. 

“This scheme on the water side 
alone has a capital value of one 
and a quarter million dollars which 
isn’t so bad for a little out of the 
way spot. We derive our supply 
from five 15-foot diameter concrete 
wells sunk in a fifty foot sand bed 
of a river, river being dry on the 
surface for six months of the year. 
The water percolates into the wells 
through porous concrete blocks and 
is delivered about a mile to a low 
level tank by high lift vertical 
spindle motor driven pumpssituated 
in the wells. From the low level 
tank the water is delivered by other 
high lift pumps along eight and a 
half miles of 14-inch steel main to a 
one and a half million gallon covered 
concrete reservoir situated on a hill 
in the town; from there it gravitates 
over the area of supply. 

“Must close now but hope in a 
year’s time to write you a full 
account for the Journal.”

Mr. Huy wy 
accompanied on the trip by Mx 
Huy. 

“Sailing from St. John aboard the 
S.S. Rosalind, Mr. and Mrs. Hy 
experienced an exciting time wher, 
about a hundred miles out, the ship 
lost its propeller. For two day 
and nights the ship tossed abou 
helplessly, at the mercy of the high 
waves and storm. The captaip 
wirelessed for help. The m 
was picked up at St. John and bys 
Swedish boat twelve miles away, 
which stood by. 

“The Rodezee (Sea Rover), 4 
Dutch tug in the harbor of §F 
John which goes after crippled 
sealing ships, was dispatched to the 
rescue. In the meantime the Rosa. 
lind continued to toss; the furniture 
was tied down and no meals wer 
served. According to Mr. Huy, no 
one wanted to eat. Fortunately 
the wind was in the right direction 
and kept them out to sea, otherwise 
there would have been danger of 
their drifting onto the Sable Island 
Shoals. During the second night 
the Dutch tug finally reached them 
and towed them into the harbor at 
Halifax, where they arrived a day 
and a half later.”

ARTICLE I OF BY-LAWS 


Section8. An Active Member shall be a superintendent, a manager, an official or employee of a municipal 

or private water works; a civil, mechanical, hydraulic, or sanitary engineer, a chemist, or any 

ualified person engaged or interested in the advancement of knowledge relating to water supplies. (Initia- 
tion Fee, $5.00; Annual Dues, $10.00.) 


Section 4. A Corporate Member shall be a Water Board, Water Commission, Water Department, Water 
Company or Corporation National State or District Board of Health, or other body, corporation or organiza- 
tion engaged or interested in water supply work, and shall be entitled to one representative whose name shall 
appear on the roll of members, and who shall have all the rights and privileges of an Active Member. This 
representative may be changed at the convenience and pleasure of the Corporate Member on written notice to 
the Secretary. (Initiation Fee, $10.00; Annual Dues, $15.00.) 


Section 5. An Associate Member shall be either a person, firm or corporation engaged in manufacturing 
or furnishing supplies for the operation, construction, or maintenance of water works. (Initiation Fee, 
$10.00; Annual Dues, $25.00.) 


Membership in the Association carries also membership in its Local Sections and National Divisions, and 
includes the Journal, a monthly publication devoted to water works interest. The lar yee em of the annual 
conventions and of the meetings of the Local Sections are published in the Journal, which also contains 

ibuted articles on subjects pertaining to public water supplies. 
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
